ZAMBOANGA, Mindanao, P. I., Aug. 
26.—There was a surprising sequel to 
the flurry which marked the arrival 
here yesterday of. Colonel Carmi A. 
Thompson, President Coolidge’s inves- 
tigator in the Philippines, when the 
Colonel and his companions were held 
aboard the steamship Mindoro an hour 
after the scheduled time of landing by 
@ warning from Major Allien S. Fletch- 
ér, commanding the Philippine Scouts, 
that a riot seemed imniinent between 
the Christian Filipinos. and Moham- 
medan Moros assembled to welcome 
the President's representative to this 
place, the chief port of the Island of 
Mindanao. 

After the Moros and the Filipinos 
had been concentrated in separate 
groups Major Fletcher. sent word to 
Colonel ‘Thompson that he could land. 
The party motored to the public square 
and. passed the Moros first. They 
called out “Viva Thompson!” The 
party then proceeded to the band- 
stand, which was ——— Sev- 
eral thousand Filipinosand ipérhaps a 
hundred pro-BWipino Moros who had 
abandoned thé planned parade. 

“Amefticans Stir Up Trouble,” 

Agustin Alvarez, a former Provincial 
Governor, in an impassioned speéch 
charged Major Fletcher with trying to 
foment troublé between the Moros and 
the Filipinos. . He said: 

“The only reason for the ill-feeling 
bétween the Americans: and the Fili- 
pinos in Zamboanga is that the Améri- 


cans interfere in politics and try to 
separate the Moros from the Filipinos. 
Every time a party like yours visits 
us they emphasize our differences. I 
* am sorry to say that the military bar- 
racks, where the Moros are now gath- 
ered, are the headquarters of the impe- 
rialism and jingoism in. Zamboanga. It 
is the army officers he be are most. in- 
terested in stirring * trouble between 
the Moros and the Filipinos. It was 
Major Fletcher who sent ‘to the hills 
and got the Datus and their followers 
to come here to protest against Philip- 
pine independerice and’ appeal for the 
Bacon bill. Major Fietcher promised 
them everything up to heaven. It is 
because Americans act like this, in 
spite of many American business men 
who make their homes here, that we 
oppose further American capital.’’ 

During Alvarez’s speech wild Moro 
cries could be heard from the cks, 
a thousand feet away. A few minutes 
later Major Fletcher and other military 
officers, all out of ‘breath, pushed 
through the crowd, climbed over the 
rail onto the bandstand and tried to 
persuade Colonel Thompson to cut 
short the Filipino meeting and hurry 
over to address the Moros, warning 
him of the danger of the Moros getting 
out of hand and attacking the Fili- 
pinos if Colonel Thompson did not 
leave the Filipinos within five min- 
utes. Colonel Thompson refused to 
break up the Filipizo —— 

After Alvarez had finished his speech 
Panolima. Longles, a pro-Filipino Moro 
wearing a hundred dollars in ten-doliar 
gold pieces as shirt buttons, asserted 
‘that many Moros backed the Filipinos 
in their demand for independence. 

Thompson Conciliatory. 

Colonel Thompson in a brief address 
said he wished to explain the delay in 
leaving the ship. 

“We were informed, ” he said, ¢‘that 
there might be some difficulty between 
the two factions because of some mis- 
understanding. I did not know the 
nature of the matter, but realized that 
my mission was a peaceful one, and 
while, in so far as I am concerned, 

. neither then nor now had I the shadow 

of fear of any sort from anybody 
(cries of ‘‘Good!” and. applause). 
Rather than that my coming. should 
cause the shedding of one drop ‘of 
innocent blood, I’ would have sailed 
away without landing. But now we 
see that whatever misunderstanding 
there may have. been, if there was any 
misunderstanding, has now’ disap- 
peared.” 

Major Fletcher and the other offi- 
cers, after remaining half an hour, 
prolonged the meeting five minutes 
as;Colonel Thompson was leaving. by 
introducing a representative of the 
Zamboanga Women’s Club, who read 
an independence petition. 

Colonel Thompson then went to the 
Military reservation, where the pic- 
turesque Moros in gaudy-colored fezes 
and. turbans, tunics and tight-fitting 
trousers, paraded and surrounded the 
band stand. While the Filipinos had 
carried both American and : Filipino 
flags, the Moros carried only the Stars 
and Stripes. Meanwhile the band was

PLATTSBURG GAMP 


Reviews. 1,600 Students in 
Training, Visits Mess Hall and 
Regular Army Barracks. 


PLEASED WITH ALL HE SAW 


Scrutinizes Menu and Says 
‘They Can't Famish on That’ 
People Greet Him on Trip.

PAUL SMITH’S, N. Y., Aug. 26.— 
Making his first excursion from White 
Pine camp on governmental business 
since he established the Summer’ White 
House in the Adirondacks, CF gies 
Coolidge today reviewed the 1,600 stu- 
dents at the citizens’ military training 
camp at Plattsburg and inspected the 
barracks occupied by the men of the 
regular army: there. The. President 
motored over to »Plattsburg in the} 
morning and back in the afternoon, a 
total distance of. about 140 miles. 

Flanked by Colonel John-H: Hughes, 
26th Infantry, commander ofthe camp, 
and Major Gen. Charles’ P. Summerall, 
Commander of the Second Corps 
Area, the President viewed the com- 
panies of infantry and artillery march- 
ing beforé hit on the parade ground 
and complimented the G8 the 
military the civilians , had 
gained in their short period of training. 


‘Then Mr. Coolidge was conducted on’ 


an inspection of the camp.and the 
army post. He was particularly inter- 
ested in the food served to the regular 
army privates and to the civilians in 
the training camp. He passed through 
the mess hall, noting the lemon-cocoa- 
nut pies on the tables ready -for the 
midday meal, and finally interviewed 
the mess sergeant, who’ read him: the 
menu for the day, beginning ‘with ham 
and eggs.for breakfast: and running 
the gamut of roast beef, baked E 

toes, ‘string beans, corn on the cob, 
raisin bread, fresh fruit and ice cream. 

“Well, they can’t famish*on that,’ 
remarked the President. 

“The boys in training have gained an 
aggregate of 4,400 pounds,” said Gen- 
eral Summerall, “‘an average of three 
and one-half pounds—that is, for those 
who gained. There were others who 
lost, and they needed to; we reduced 
them, all right.” 

At luncheon later with General Sum- 
merall and Colonel Hughes the Presi- 
dent expressed his satisfaction with 
the work ‘of the Summer training 
camps and the results they have ac- 
complished in ay. byes and mental de- 
velopment and the inculcation of rhe 
principles involved in national defense. 

The return journey to White Pine 
Camp was made with only one inci- 
dent, The car ng the President 
suddenly stopped as ie entered Lake 
Placid, bringing to a halt all the cars 
of the Presidential] party. Dick Jervis, 
chief of the Secret Service squad, came 
running back along the line and: sum- 
moned Major James F. Coupal,. the 
President's physician. Major Coupal 
seized his little black bag of medica-

KOENIG ENDORSES JUSTICE 


If Nominated, He Says, Jurist 
Will Have Backing of. New 
York County Organization. 


WADSWORTH” DISCOUNTED. 


His Opposition Would Not Prevent 
Choice of Cropsey for Governor, 
Another Leader Asserts. 


With the attitude of United States 
Senator Jamés W. Wadsworth Jr. :'to- 
ward the. proposal of drafting Supreme 
Court Justice James C. .Cropsey of 
Brooklyn for the Republican nomina- 
tion. for Governor still unrevealed, it 
was said.yesterday in Republican cir- 
cles that should he oppose the nomi- 
nation of the jurist on account of the 
latter’s stand in favor of State en- 
forcement of prohibition he would find 
himself virtually alone among the more 
prominent leaders of his party. 

With the strength of dry sentiment 
among the Republicans up-State dis- 
closed through the unprecedented re- 
sponse north of the Bronx to the pro- 
posal that Justice. Cropsey, . whose 
views on prohibition are’ known to the 
up-State party chiefs, lead the fight, it 
was indicated yesterday that means to 
prepare the way for his candidacy.

which he is firmly committed be fairly 
met in the Republican State ‘platform 
may bé found.

Koenig Favors Cropsey. 

Except for a small faction in Jus- 
tice Cropsey's home county, Kings, in- 
dications are that the proposal to name 
him has met with general approval 
among the party leaders inthis city, 
even though he never has gone out of 
his way to win their favor. Samuel 8. 
Koenig, President of the New York 
County Republican Committee, which 
several months ago adopted a resolu- 
tion in favor of. liberalizing the Vol- 
stead law, was quoted in dispatches 
from Saratoga Springs, where he is at 
present, as indorsing Justice Cropsey 
and saying that if selected he would 
have the solid support ‘of the aoe 
York County delegation. Mr: Koenig’ 
organization is as wet as any local ns 
— organization in the entire 

tate, 

A prominent Republican ‘was ‘asked 
yesterday if in his opinion opposition 
from Senator Wadsworth—if, opposition 
from that quarter should materialize— 
would be permitted by the lesser lead- 
ers in the party to stand in the way 
of Justice Cropsey’s nomination for 
Governor. 

“I hardly think so," he replied. 

It was almost the only opinion ex- 
pressed among Republicans in this city 
who were willing to make any .com- 
ment on the situation, that the nomina- 
tion of Justice Cropsey was the party’s 

‘best bet." It-was urged generally 
that he undoubtedly would be in a po- 
sition’ to make a strong appeal to the 
independent vote in ms) own borough, 
which is larger probably than in any 
other political unit in the entire State. 
With ‘Governor Smith. running again,

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 26.—Bishop 
Pascual Diaz, Secretary of the Mexi- 
can Episcopate, issued a statement to- 
day declaring that the: Catholics were 
prepared to wait for months and: possi- 
bly: for years for a satisfactory: settle- 
ment of the conflict between the 
Church’ and State caused by, the en- 
forcement of the religious articles of 
the Constitution. 

The statement refers to the case of 
the German Catholics: who, it says, 
were forced to obey. the drastic laws 
of Bismarck, but who finally triumphed 
and ss their religious liberty.

Text of the Statement. 

The statement reads: 

:' “We. must call to the attention of 
those: who .are following the religious 
controversy that when Sefior, Saenz, 
the ‘Minister of Foreign Relations, ar- 
rivéd in Mexico City ae was forced to 
say that the statements said to have 
been made by him in Antonio were 
incorrect. . 

“The Minister does not say what 
parts of the statements are: incorrect. 
We have tried to find out what the 
inaccuracies might be, and the truth is 
that we are unable to find them. 

“His reported statement was that 
there exists in Mexico a faction dis- 
contented and agitated by the religious 
policy of Genera! Calles, and that legal 
mandates miSt be respected and 
obeyed, but if these mandates are 
against the welfare of the people they 
should be reformed or amended. 

“None of these propositions contains 
inaccuracies tHat the Minister could 
correct. 

‘Without doubt the Minister was 
obliged, when he arrived in Mexico 
City, to. deny affirmations which he 
included/ in his statements in San Ans 
tonto, such as the one that the diston- 
tent and agitation of the Catholics 
could, be quieted ‘through amendments 
of the clauses of the penal laws and 
the articles of the Constitution which 
—J see believe are against their 

Ideas Called Those of Liberty. 

“These statements made in San An- 
tonio have the air of liberty and jus- 
tice peculiar to. the Americans of the 
North, so much so that we were in- 
spired with confidence for the future, 
believing that this would serve as a 
lesson for the ‘Congressmen . when 
studying the question of a reformation 
of the laws. 

Hy ane the new statement, caused. us 

to despair. The Minister states that 
he only expressed his 0 —— eee 
upon ‘statements made —J5 
Calles, that as long as the laws wer 
isted the Government has an obligu- 
tion to enforce compliance with them 
and, ‘without: denying that in the fu- 
ture. it might reform thém, the Gov- 
ernment would. within . the 
criterion that the same laws show.

Deadly Fumes “Block: Herolo 
Efforts of Rescue Crews, 
Who Abandon Hope.

Entire Region Sends Ald—Mine 
‘Long Known as Dangerous 
for Its Gases. 


CLYMER, Pa., Aug. 26.—Hight bodies 
were removed from The débris swept 
interior of the. Clymer No, 1 mine: of 
the Clearfield Bituminous Coal Cor- 
poration, just, before midnight, making 
a ‘total of twelve known dead in’an ‘ex- 
plosion which late today trapped with- 
out hope of .escape, officials, said, ap- 
proximately ‘thirty men. Four bodies 
‘were previously recovered and at least 
five persons escaped alive, 

Practically all hope for the trapped 
men was abandoned tonight after Dr. 
W. E.. Dodd, company physician, had 
explored ‘the. mine as far as was possi- 
ble. He said the. blast caused wide- 
spread devastation and that the tun- 
nels were so heavy with gas that no 
human being could survive in them. 

The eight bodies, as yet unidentified, 
were badly scarred and for the most 
part their legs and arms were broken, 
indicating that. the explosion had bat- 
tered them about the. workings. .,

bulances and taken to! an. ‘phprovised 
morgue. ina company:/ machine shop: 4 
mile frém the mine.”

Volunteers Brave Gas. 


Volunteer. rescuers .who. entered the 
gas filled slope in. their heroic effort 
to ‘save the underground ‘toilers were 
driven back time and again. Before 
the deadly gases became heavy in the 
dark recesses, the rescuers succeeded 
in. bringing out the four bodies and 
the two. others were located under 
falls of rock and dirt. Four men, near 
the mine mouth, were found to be 
alive. They. were brought out and 
rushed to the Dixonville Hospital, 
where they were reported uncénscious 
and in a critical condition. 

In spite of the hopelessness of their 
plight A. J. Musser, Vice President 
and General Manager of the company, 
said he had hopes that some of the 
men. had succeeded‘ in sealing them- 
selves in rooms before the gas pene- 
trated to them,

When, many years ago, the influx 
of Chinese to these foreign residential 
areas raised the question of their legal 
status here, and“how to.regulate them, 
the Chinese Government: asserted the 


] Principle that while, under extrater- 


ritoriality, it relinquished judicial au- 
thority over tertain foreigners, never- 
theless it did mot give up judicial au- 
thority over Chinese inside the foreign 
“concessions.” . After prolonged con- 
troversy and negotiations the foreign 
powers conceded the contention of the 


.| Chinese Government that,- in effect, 


its jurisdiction over its subjects was 
coextensive with the national domain. 
So the treaties stand to this day; and 
often the principle hag been reaf- 


‘firmed by foreign Governments. 


Theré’ remained, however, the mat- 
ter of judicial action: in cases where 
both Chinese and foreigners were in- 
volved; and that led to the setting up 
of: a special “Mixed” Court” to try 
tnem. . 
In_ order not. to, multiply courts and 
reby~—create::confusion, it was ar- 
ranged for the Chinese District Magis- 


trate also to act as magistrate in the 
=} Mixed> Court in 


conjunction with -a-for- 
eign consular official named an ‘‘as- 
sessor.” -The local’Chinese magistrate 
therefore exercised two distinct juris- 
dictions: an exclusive Chinese jurisdic- 
tion over exclusively Chinese cases, 
and a joint jurisdiction in cases when 
foreigners and foreign interests are in- 
volved. : 

The foreign consular assessors. then 
exercised only~one jurisdiction; that of 
cases involving foreign interests. 

For example, a foreigner would sue 
a Chinese. The case went to the 
Mixed Court (which in time. became 
the official title) and was tried before 
a Chinese magistrate, sitting as senior 
judg, and a foreign assessor sitting 
as junior judge, or, to be exict, really 
as a consular observer. “That was in 
the beginning. ‘Little by little foreign 
assessors assumed more and ' more the 
full prerogatives and authority of 
magistrates, a tendency that was re- 
sisted by the Chinese and which caused 
much friction. 


- Magistrate Fied With Funds. 
That; broadly, was the situation 
when the revolution came in 1911, For 
a time political conditions in China 
were disturbed. In Shanghai the 


magistrate, who was presumed to rep- 
resent ‘the impefial régime, fled to 
Japan with a considerable amount of 
court funds. The foreign authorities 
took the opportunity, and on the plea 
of the necessity of carrying on the 
Mixed Court pending the creation of a 
new national Government, they vit 
tually took over the court. Later, when 
oy age a was appointed by 
the Republic he thereafter occupied a 
position. in the court which really is 
that of-a junior judge, and now the 
foreign assessors really are the senior 
judges. That is so, even in cases 
where only Chinese are involved, 

The usurpation was not all at onse. 
It was a gradual process; a taking. of 
authority an inch at: a time. . 
~The Peking Government and local 
Chinese ‘officials ———— asked that 
the former. status of the Mixed Court 
be restored. But the local consular 
and municipal authorities evaded the 
issue for a long time and held to what 
they had obtained vicariously. 

As years passed and there was & 
revival of nationalism in China, Chi- 
nese resentment about the Mixed Court 
grew until it became one of the defi- 
nite grievances of the Nationalists and 
took a fixed place in the “recovery of 
national rights’ program. After the 
shooting incident of May 30, 1925, fol- 
lowed by an extraordinary outburst of 
nationalism, rendition of the Mixed 
Court. became a .burning issue. 

For some time our consular and mu- 
nicipal authorities have realized that 
the previous status of the court (or 
something like it), would have to be 
restored, They did-not want to re- 
= uish foreign control ‘of it; but to 

it further so prejudices the whole 
position of foreigners here that it 
should be given up for political and 
diplomatic expediency. At .a dinner 
given to leading Chinese a few months 
ago by the- Municipal Council of the 
International Settlement the Chairman 
of the council stated positively the 
purpose (and said it was the wish) of 
the council to recommend to the Con- 
sular Corps and the Diplomatic Corps

A second -meetir 
held in. the court room of the nited 
States Court -for China, which, by 
courtesy, always-is used for meetings 
of the local American Bar Association. 
That meeting. (which was attended by 
foreign lawyers of several nationali- 
ties) published a strong wk ge em against 
rendition on the alleged terms of the 
provisional t and: cited rea- 
sons why Chinese’ authority in the 
court should not be restored. 

Chinese Lawyers Make Reply. 

The American Bar: Association pub- 
lished a separate report: and protest. 
In substance it. alleged that under the 
original status the Mixed Court was 
corrupt, its functionaries were venal, 
and many grave abuses existed. ‘In- 
starices ‘were given.’ 

One instance cited was the defalca- 
tion of court funds mentioned previ- 
ously. By a rather humorous coinci- 
dence the newspapers printing the pro- 
test published. on the. same day the 
news that the Clerk of the United 
States Court for China, who was cus- 
todian of its funds, is charged with 
‘having absconded. with those funds. 

Now, if a hundred .or:so foreign law-. 
P bode will have their —— curtailed 

-by-rendition-.of=the -Mixed 
rising Chinese Bar, composed mostly of 
graduates of American; English and 
European law colleges, stand to bene- 
fit by the change. For some time the 

young generation of Chinese lawyers 
have fretted at having foreign lawyers 
get the cream of Mixed Court practice. 

So the. Chinese Bar Association 
promptly retorted to the protésts of 
foreign lawyers and. particularly in- 
veighed at the statement of the 
American ‘Bar ‘Association, -Firstly, 
they declared that the use of. the 
United States Court for such a meet- 
ing was improper and in violation of 
diplomatic etiquette. Protests were 
cabled to Washington and no doubt 
the Chinese ‘propaganda organization 
in America made: something of. the 
matter. Secondly, they declared that 
the aspersions on Chinese juridical 
practice are an insult to China and 
that foreign lawyers who utter them 
ought to be deported. - 

It is interesting in passing to dis- 
cover why foreign lawyers, since 1911, 
have been able to get the cream of 
Chinese litigation in the Mixed. Court. 
Various explanations are given; but I 
believe the principal reason was tra- 
ditional Chinese notions of. adminis- 
tration of justice. It is a popular pre- 
sumption with Chinese that peutic is 
a thing to“be bought: in most. cases, 
Bribery of magistrates and court func- 
tionaries has been the rule rathér than 
the exception, if one believes report 
and evidence. ‘Justice’ went largely 
by official favor or order. When a 
magistrate ‘could not be influenced ai 
rectly, he could be if a litigant was 
able to reach & Mandarin “higher up.” 


Litigants Look for ‘‘Influence.” 
When foreigners assumed virtual 


Chinese reasoned that consular asses- 


sors needed to be “influenced” and 
the better way to do that was to em- 
ploy foreign lawyers. Also Chinese 
litigants believe, or they used.to be- 
lieve, that, foreign lawyers. .are less 
apt to take bribes from the other side 
than Chinese lawyers are. There is 
the further idea that by thus recog- 
nizing foreign authority in the court 
a certain security is gained by in- 
voking foreign consular favor and pro- 
tection. (That is true in regard to 
some consular authorities.) 

It appears, then, that foreign law- 
yers have profited by the very condi- 
tions and propensities which they now 
cite as reasons why Chinese authority 
should not be restored in the Mixed 
Court. 

Put briefly, the truth is that by the 
published terms of this proposed rendi- 
tion the position of foreigners here and 
their extraterritorial rights are not ma- 
terially affected. It may be (as I be- 
lieve) that Chinese get more justice 
under the existing system than they 
did under the previous status or than 
they are likely to get after rendition. 
But that seems exclusively a Chinese 
interest. 

(I shall not digress now to indicate 
the humanitarian aspects of this situ- 
ation.) 

The provisional agreement. has been 
referred to Peking, where it will en- 
gage the attention first of the Diplo- 
matic Corps and then of foreign offices 
of the powers. A delegation of. foreign 
lawyers has gone to Peking to put 
their views before the Diplomatic 
Corps. And a delegation of the Chinese 
Bar Association has gone to Peking 
to put the Chinese side before all con- 
cerned. 

But I opine that local foreign 
tests will not avail, and that et 
Court rendition will come soon. I be- 
lieve also that it is better, broadly, 
for foreign comfort and foreign inter- 
ests here that it be done.

“The fight against every evil the 
world has ever seen has been. con- 
ducted from the citadel of personal 
liberty and vested property rights. 

“Today nothing stands between so- 
ciety and the saloon evils except this 
Eighteenth Amendment, which the 
Hon. James W. Wadsworth Jr. seeks 
to repeal.

“Silberstein cannot aid us in our ob- 
servations,” said Dr. Shearman, ‘His 
only talk consists of tncoherent frag- 
ments from Freud and psychoanalysis, 
which he does not properly connect. 
Everything he says is hopelessly dis- 
joined, and he is so violent that he 


cannot be reieased from the strait--+ 


jacket. I am not prepared as yet to 
say what caused Silberstein’s condi- 
tion.’”’ 

In one of his few lucid moments Sil- 


_/berstein was questioned by State Sen- 
ator Dr. William Lathrop Love, Brook- 


lyn physician and alienist, who was at 
the hospital in the interest of another 
patient. In answer to an inquiry as 
to why he killed Calisch, Dr. Love 
said Silberstein replied: 

“Because he exerted a milicious in- 
fluence over my life.’’ 

In answer to a question as to what 
he believed caused the youth to turn 
killer Dr. Love replied quickly: 

The Loeb-Leopold case in Chicago.” 

“Silberstein is very well read,’’ con- 
tinued Dr. Love. ‘tHe told me he 
thought Loeb and Leopold were he- 
roes. He was joking and laughing over 
the crime he committed as if he be- 
lieved that he himself was a hero. 
He told me he devoured every line 
printed about the murder of the Frank 
boy and discussed it with Calisch. 
There are many similarities between 
the Chicago, boys and_ Silberstein. 
Their minds all run in the same chan- 
nels. They have all been students of 
the occult, of , philosophy and of 
Freudism.”’ t 


No Relatives of Victim Here.

The best information available leads 
to the conclusion that despite the po3- 
sible staged exaggeration of the se- 
riousness of the situation the Moros 
were considerably excited and prop- 
ably would have attacked the Filipinos 
except for the presence of the Ameri- 
cans. This is considered an example 
of the. Iatent Moro-Filipino hostility, 
with the ever-present danger of civil 
warfare if the Americans should 
leave. Filipino politicos admitted that 
they brought in pro-Filipino Moros at 
a cost of $100, after, they allege, the 
other side had taken similar action.

' ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 26.— 
Jack Dempsey had his first outdoor 
workout here this afternoon at the 
dog racé track before a paid attend- 
ance of 1,400 visitors and\residents. 

There was nothing impressive about 
the workout of the champion. This is 
not to say that. Dempsey. was disap- 
pointing because he failed to knock 
out any of the seven _opponents who 
faced him in five rounds of sparring. 
It would be unreasonable to expect 
the champion to batter his camp mates 
senseless at every turn. 

The restraint in hitting which Demp- 
sey must exercise will disappear only. 
when the champion is successful in 
getting the services of durable spar- 
ring partners, men who can and will 


stand up under the champion’s blows 
or at least recover quickly from the 
punches and be in shape for duty the 
succeeding day. Finding ‘such mates 
is something of a task. 

Harry Greb, former world’s middle- 
weight champion, still carrying scars 
over each eye as mementos of his re-. 
cent unsuccessful effort to regain the 
middiweight title from Tiger Flowers 
in New York, was among the large 
crowd, and was plainly disappointed 


with the showing of the champion, 


Greb Criticizes Sparring Mates. 


“IT don’t like the kind of spatring 
partners Jack has in there with him,”’ 
said Greb, when asked his opinion of 
Dempsey’s form after the drill. “He 
needs good, tough, solid men to stand 
up with him and let him punch. You 
didn’t see the real Dempsey there this 
afternoon. There’s dbnly one man capa- 
ble of giving the champion a good 
workout. That’s Bill Tate, and this 
afternoen Jack didn’t look so good 
against him.” 

Greb has fought Tunney five times, 
sixty-five’ rounds in all, and is one 
man who is thoroughly familiar with 
the style and ability of the ex-marine 
who is to make his supreme bid on 
Sept. 23 in the ring at the Sesquicen- 
tennial Stadium in Philadelphia. The 
Pittsburgh windmill, however, would 
not hazard a guess on the outcome of 
the Philadelphia fight on the strength 
of today’s workout of the champion. 
‘Greb visited Dempsey in the latter’s 
dressing room before the champion 
donned his training togs. 

*“You’re looking great, Jack,’’ was 

Greb’s greeting. ‘‘You’re looking great 
yourself, Harry, how do you feel?’’ re- 
plied the ‘champion. 
' “T feel great,’’ said Greb, and added, 
“It has been suggested that EL gome 
out here and box. with you. while you’re 
training, but. I’d rather go up to Tun- 
ney’s camp and box with him. He's 
the fellow who needs the boxing. I'd 
have’ plerity of fun slapping him 
around. He’s one man I feel I can 
beat. I’ve boxed-him five times and 
the. easiest fight I had with him was 
our last bout in St. Paul, but they 
gave it to Tunney.’’ 


Suggests Wills Fight. © 
“This fellow here gets a lot of fun 
boxing the big fellows,’’ .broke in 


Dempsey, pointing to Greb. 

“‘He’s so fast they can’t hit him and 
he hits them plenty. I found that out 
while I was boxing with Harry att 
Benton Harbor. Every time Vd go to 
hit him I’d find him behind me.” - 

“You’re.a tough man to stand in 
front of,’’ said. Greb with a smile, and 
added, “Why don’t you fight Harry 
Wills,- Jack? He’d be easy for you. I’m 
sure of that. It would be*a short, 
sweet battle and your title wouldn’t 
be in danger.” - 

“T’ve tried to fight Wills for the past 
five years, but never could get into 
a ring with him,”’ said Dempsey. ‘‘Any 
time it looked as if we were coming 
together something bobbed up and the 
word went out te forget about it. With 
each succeeding effort the opposition 
to the fight increased, and boxing 
came to be, jeopardized every time 
mention was made of a fight between 
Wills and myself. But I intend to do 
plenty of fighting now. I'll engage in 
one or two bouts during the Winter 
months, if the opponent can be dug 
up for me, and Wills can have one of 
the bouts just as soon as it can be 
arranged and protected against inter- 
ference. * 


Works Out Ten Rounds. 


Dempsey’s workout today consisted 
of the equivalent of ten rounds. He 
opened with a round on the pulleys, an 
abbreviated session on the light punch- 


ing bag, a round at slamming the 
heavy bag around and one of shadow 
boxing. All but the shadow boxing 
was on the*incompleted platform to 
the left of the ring, which is located 
in front of the grand stand. For his 
shadow boxing Dempsey entered the 
ring, which is protected by a roof. 
Dempsey started sparring against 
little Alex Hart, Philadelphia Aght- 
weight, who was one of four additions 
to the camp staff today. The drill 
sérved only to get Dempsey, warmed 
up, for the champion contented him- 
self with dancing in and about on his 
toes, dodging and ducking and — 
ing and bending under s 
Occasionally Hart redched Dempsey’s 
jaw with a right cross and hooked and

They naturally prefer 
to see it, used to retire China’s in- 
ternal obligations and to secure new 
internal loans. 

In this, as in so many other Chinese 
matters, the greatest difficulty for 
foreigners and Chinese alike is that 
the Peking Government is powerless. 
This makes the protest of the Ameri- 
can Minister little more than the 
putting on record before China and 
the world an obvious fact—that unless 
the Chinese Government pays its out- 


standing debts its credit will be ruined. 
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A REPUBLICAN MEDICINE MAN. 

Representative Woop, Chairman. of 
the Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee, is a man to venerate.

“Letters continue to ‘come to Tax 
Timxs, and we presume to other. 
newspapers, protesting against the 
space given to the déath and popular 
giorification of a movie actor: Few of 


the writers fail to point to the contrast 


between this and the attention be- 
stowed upon the passing of President 
Exror. It is not contended that the 
loss of that great intellectual leader 
was slighted.. To -him,. indeed, the 
press of the whole country paid its 
admiring tribute. Only by comparison, 
and owing: to the accident of the two 
deaths coming at the same time, could. 
it appear that the newspaper reports 


betrayed a distorted sense of values. - 


Even this, be it remembered, had to 
do only with the news columns, not 
with editorial opinion. The latter, as 
a whole, showed that there was no 
misunderstanding of the high and last- 
ing worth of the work done by the 
illustrious President of Harvard, .and 
no thought of applying to it the 
ridiculous measure of the ephemeral 
fame of a hero of the cinema. 

There is a difference between record- 
ing and approving. It often happens 
that a newspaper's duty requires it to 
print in detail the facts connected with 
an episode of modern life which may 
be exaggerated and even fantastic in 
itself, but which is yet. full of instruc- 
tion. This is the warrant for what 
the press has done in reporting the 
extraordinary ebullition over a movie 
star. It is, in the first place, a striking 
sign and reminder of what the moving 
pictures have done to standardize and 
make identical the sentiments of mil- 
lions of people. Call this a vulgar and 
deplorable thing, if you will, but there 
it is—an undeniable fact full of signifi- 
cance. ‘We have had before us, more- 
over, in the events of the past few 
days, inviting material for a study of 
mob psychology. The‘state of mind of 
the crowds who throngéd and fought 
to get sight of the face of the dead 
actor may seem unintelligible, even 
repulsive, but it is a gigantic phenom- 
enon which those who undertake to 
print a chronicle of their own time can- 
not afford to minimize or ignore. We do 
hot see how its legitimate news value 


can be denied by any thoughtful per- 


son. ‘The moral value of it, the infer- 


N}ences to be drawn from it, the warn- 


ings which it yields—these are quite 
other matters which the better part of 
the press has not omitted to place in 
their proper relations. 
— — —— — — 
THOUGHTS OF SCHOOL. 

As September. approaches, the minds 
of millions of parents and children and 
teachers in New York City turn toward 
the school. The Board of Education 
and certain of the school officers have 
had to be mindful, even in vacation, 
of the needs of the schools. for the 
coming year. This means not only 
putting the buildings in order and pro- 
viding the necessary teachers, but also 
estimating the money required for the 
new fiscal year. It is an enormous 
undertaking to. provide for the tuition, 
supervision and care of a million chil- 
dren—nearly one-fifth of the popula- 
tion—for a whole school year. Since 
the number of children cannot be pre- 
dicted with accuracy and their distri- 
bution by districts, grades and classes 
cannot be determined in advance, it 
will be seen that the difficulty of 
the problem is great. One is disposed, 
therefore, to be considerate: of the 
board which has the ultimate respon- 
sibility. The published. figures for 
last year, compared with the preceding 
year, show, surprisingly to those who 
expect a yearly increase as inevitable, 
an actual decrease in the number of 
elementary school pupils. In Manhat- 
tan Borough the decrease in average 
attendance has been marked—over 
18,000 out of a total of about 200,000— 
and for the whole city a decrease of 
more than: 1. per cent., there being 
increases in the other boroughs. But 
the slight decrease in the elementary 
school attendance has been more than 
offset by the gain in other divisions of 
the day school system. The junior 
high schools showed an increase of a 
little more than 1 per cent. and the 
senior high schools of 7 or 8 per cent. 

This diminished attendance in the 
elementary schools was accompanied 
by a lessened part-time attendance. 
Naturally, the increased attendance in 
the high schools resulted in more part- 
time students. Four new school build- 
ings are to be opened soon, and five an- 
nexes are to be ready during the year, 
while twelve other elementary schools 
and two high schools are reported ds 
under construction, groviding 16,431 
seats in the elementary schools and 
9,206 seats in day high schools, Of 
the five annexes, two. are in Manhat- 
tan; all the other buildings are in the 
other boroughs. .These will, however, 
not immediately overtake the full-time 
need, at least in the high schools, un- 
less, of course, there is a decided fall- 
ing off in the rate of increase. 

The budget for the next year pre- 
pared by the Board of / Eduéation 
shows a considerable gross increase, 
the total being $107,817 189.38, but 
the major part of it will be Cov- 
ered by the larger proportion which 
the State will meet undér the provi- 
sions of the. recent ‘legislation provid-. 
ing. for increased quotas by the State 
to the districts, New York City being 
one district...

RAILWAY WAGE ARBITRATION. 

The intervention of the Federal 
Board of Mediation has resulted in 
an agreement of the Eastern railways 
and their employes to arbitrate the 
demand of conductors and trainmen 
for a 20 per cent. inicrease in wages. 
This is at least.a step toward settle- 
ment. The boerd has no power to de- 
cide the dispute, as the theory of the 
law is to throw responsibility upon the 
parties to it themselves. There would 
not be a failure of the law even if the 
arbitration should fail. In that. event 
the President is to appoint a fact- 
finding “commission, and the appeal 
would then He to public opinion thls 
informed. ‘ 

A spokesman for the trainmen says 
that they: consider themselves entitled 
to a portion of the prosperity of the 
railways. They are getting it. In 
1925’ about 63 per cent. of operating 
expenses was paid to labor: The 
figures for March last show $21,511,- 
383 increase in wages. It may be that 
this is not enough, but if wages are 
to be proportioned to profits they 
should be also to losses, and that is 
a dangerous proposal for wage earn- 
ers. Profits are paid only after wages, 
and vary more often and more widely. 
It is perilous for labor unions to exact 
more than the prevailing rate of 
wages, especially at a time when that 
rate is high. The last railway wage 
arbitration was in 1913, and gave the 
men an increase of about one-third 
their present request. Profits and 
wages are both larger now, and the 
arbitrators will inform the © public

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IMMIGRATION LAW VICTIMS. 


Experiences of Two Giris Virtually 
Without a Country. 
To the Bditor of The New-York Times: 

Your’ editorial commenting on the 
necessity for ironing out defects in the 
present immigration laws emboldens 
me to draw your attention to a par- 
ticular case, 

In 1905, a Russian family consisting 
of.a man, wife and three children 
landed in New York. Conditions then 
were not of the best in New York ang 
vicinity, and the family began to drift 
westward and finally remained in Cal- 
gary, Canada. The: father, a butcher, 
followed his calling and prospered. He 
became a citizen of Canada, ‘which 
naturalized his three minor children 
whom he brought with him; Three 
more children were born in Canada. 

Early in 1924 the father brought his 
family to Seattle.. He, being a Cana- 
dian citizen, had the-right to come to 
America irrespective of the then ex- 
isting 8 per cent. quota limitation. 
But his two eldest daughters decided 
to remain in Calgary until after grad- 
uation from college. 

In July, 1924, when these two girls 
sought to join their parents in Seattle, 
they learned that they, being born in 
Russia, were debarred by the act which 
took effect on July 1, 1924; from com- 


ing to the United States without a visa.. 


Now, no such thing exists and prob- 
ably will not for the next few years. 
They applied to the American Consul 
at Calgary and he gave them.a pass- 
port good for six months as visitors. 
At the expiration of six months they 
obtained a six months’ extension. 

At the end of the year, when no fur- 
‘ther extension could be obtained; they 
naturally felt corgpelled to go back to 
Canada, but by that time their father 
had taken out his first papers in 
America, which lost for him as well 
as for them their Canadian rights, and 
Canada refused to permit them to re- 
turn. 

In the United \States their stay was 
illegal. and under present’ laws the 
immigration officials ‘would be com- 
pelled.to put these two girls in deten- 
tion and deport them to Russia. A par- 
ticular side issue enters here—not hav- 
ing yet recognized the Soviet Govern- 
ment, we cannot deport to Russia. 
Which means that under the law these 
two girls would have to remain in de- 
tention indefinitely. 

Of course, there was an alternative. 
They could depart voluntarily for Rus- 
sia, and, being born in Russia; the 
Soviet Government would have to take 
them, But, unfortunately, these girls 
do not know. a word of the Russian 
language. Their parents brought them 
to this country from Russia when they 


were 1 and 2 years of age, respectivel

ias. a fair and effective method of pre- 
senting a candidacy, would, if this 
State were thoroughly covered, run 
into many thousands of dollars. 

~Take the question of the employment 
of watchers or challengers at the polls,: 
which possibly opens the door to the 
grossest extravagance and scandal in 
expenditures. Any active candidacy, 
especially one not supported by the 
political machine, requires the pres- 
ence of watchers. And relatively few 
volunteers can bé obtained. 

In our experience in the Honest Bal- 
lot Association we found that we could 
never rely on the volunteer watcher. 
He. was too apt to be casval and late. 
Yet in primary elections even more 
than in general elections an un- 
watched candidacy is apt to suffer. 

Running a candidate against the ma- 
chine always costs more than running 
a machine candidate where the party 
election officers themselves take the 
place of watchers. Thus, independent 
candidates are virtually compelled to 
expend large sums. The obtaining of 
signatures to primary petitions is ex- 
‘pensive and difficult and is open to 
gross irregularities. Yet it is — * 
under our present law. 

Thus, any State-wide primary con- 
test must be expensive, and the outcry 
against extravagance often ignores 
this fact. Yet such large expenditures 
of funds are clearly dangerous, and 
often, under irresponsible or corrupt 


jManagers, may become a source of 


— scandal. 

It is quite possible ‘that the adoption | 
of the . so-called ‘‘Hughes primary 
plan,” with some stricter ‘regulation, 
if not a check on primary expenditures, 
might help. to solve the problem. The 
Hughes plan as applied to United 
States Senators, as well as Governor 
and State officers, would provide for 
the designation of a candidate by the 


by the enrolled party voters. , 

This State committee would. be a 
large body chosen not so much to ad- 
minister the affairs of the party as to 
provide a representative group to pick 
candidates and fix issues.. This com- 
mittee would meet in convention open 
to the public, and by ballot name a 
candidate who would be the party 
designee. His name would go on the 
baljct by the\mere certification of the 
committee officets’ to the result. He 
would thus stand out as his party or- 
ganization choice, The responsibiljty 
for his choice would be clearly fixed. 
If the party voters accepted the com- 
mittee’s designation, there would be no 
contest. 

Mr. Hughes believed that the offi- 
cial designation of a candidate in the 
open, added to the fact that he must 
be known as the organization choice, 
would tend to increase the care in the 
choice of. candidates and frequently 
eliminate contests altogether. If, how- 
ever, any considerable part of the en- 
rolled voters disagreed, they could ‘use 
the “gun behind the door’ and, by 
petition, name a candidate against the 
party committee designee. — 

Before dissatisfied and disappointed 
objectors to the prevailing primary 
systems attempt a return to the party 
convention they might well give serious, 
consideration to the primary, plan as 
advocated by Mr. Hughes.

Dear Governor— 

Our union has given careful and 
respectful consideration to your sug- 
gestion that the pending strike in the 
cloak and suit industry of this city 
be settled by arbitration. 

We are very grateful to you for 
your keen interest in the fate of our 
members, who are now struggling to 
secure livable conditions, and we 


|. deeply appreciate your efforts to es- 


tablish peace in the most important 
industry of New York. The general 
strike, which was forced upon us, en- 
tails daily hardships and privations 
on. the 40,000 of our workers and 
their families, and it is therefore the 
supreme and ardent desire of our 
union to see the strike settled and 
work in our shops resumed as speed- 
ily as possible. : 

Our union throughout the twenty- 
five years of its existence has given 
ample and consistent proof of its 
general disposition to settle any dif- 
férences with employers by concilia- 
tory methods and with the aid of 
voluntary and impartial outside tri- 
bunals. We should’ have welcomed 
arbitration at this time if we had 
any hope that the particular diffi- 
culties which confront our industry 
could be solved by that process. Our 
union .has, however, after mature 
deliberation, reached the conclusion, 
reluctantly but definitely, that arbi- 
tration would serve no good purpose 
in our present conditions.

Praise Commission Personnel. 
These gentlemen ‘have generously 
given us their time ard attention for 
@ period of fully two years. They 


have on numerous occasions heard 
all parties to the controversy repre- 
senting the various‘ factors in our 
industry and learned the details of 
the respective problems to the full 
extent to which such problems can 
be understood theoretically. They 
have caused several extensive and 
thorough investigations of the indus- 
try to be made by trained and quali- 
fied investigators. On the basis of 
such work and study they have fi- 
nally handed down recommendations 
for certain reforms in the industry, 
which undoubtedly represented their 
best judgment of a practical adjust- 
ment of approximately equal fairness 
to all sides. Yet our union has found 
itself unable‘ to accept the recom- 
mendations as a proper and adequate 
_ solution of the difficulties which con- 
front ‘the workers in. our industry 
and as a sufficient redress of their 
Many and justified grievances.

touched, will serve no useful pur- 
pose and will only perpetuate misery, 
strife and discontent in the indus- 
try. What we need at this time is 
a thoroughgoing reorganization in 
the form and processes of our in- 
dustry which will make it impossi- 
ble in the fnture for the largest and 
most important body of employers 
to evade all responsibility toward 
their workers: by assuming the trans- 

_ parent guise of jobbers or merchants, 

and which will guarantee to the 
workers’ such work and earnings as 
will enable them to live upon a mod- 
est American standard of life with- 
out periodical starvation or recourse 
to public charity. 

The best service that you, Mr. 
Governor, can, in our opinion, ren- 
der to the workers as well as to the 
employers in our industry at this 
time, in pursuance of your pubtic- 
spirited interest in our industry, is 
to bring about a conference or series 
of conferences between the workers 
and the different types of employers 
in the cloak and suit industry for 
the purpose of an open-minded dis- 
cussion of the pending issues and a 
sincere effort to solve our intricate 
problems. Our union will be ready 
at all times to participate in such 
conferences in this spirit.

KAUTZMANN DECLINES 
TO AID MILK INQUIRY 


Visits Pecora to Make Statement, 
but Then Says He Knows 
Nothing of Grafting. 





Efforts of Acting District Attorney 
Ferdinand Pecora to induce Frederick 
W. Kautzmann, former health inspec- 
tor, awaiting sentence in General Ses- 
sions on his conviction in the bootleg 
milk conspiracy, to reveal yesterday 
the identity of others of the “higher 
ups” in the ring came to naught with 
Kautzmann’s repeated declaration, ‘I 
knew of no fting.”’ 

Kautnioawe wae convicted last Fri- 
day.

The penalty is from 
five to ten years’ imprisonment in 
Sing Sing. 

The convicted man was questioned 
for an hour. and twenty minutes by the 
prosecutor yesterday afternoon. He 
had been taken to Mr. Pecora’s office 
‘from the Tombs by Detective Sullivan 
on his own request. His wife, on ob- 
taining a pass from Mr. Pecora to 
visit him the day before in the Tombs, 
agreed to urge him to tell anything he 
might know about the men in the con- 
spiracy. 

Kautzmann sent word to Mr. Pecora 
yesterday forenoon that he wanted to 
make a statement. When he got to 
the prosecutor's office in the late 
afternoon, however, he evidently had 
changed his mind, for in reply to Mr. 
Pecora’s question he said: “If there 
had been any grafting in the Health 
Department while I was there nobody 
ever let me in on it,” 

He held doggedly to this statement, 
although admitting that it was hardly 
likely that bootleggers in milk would 
be permitted to bring their wares into 
the city ‘‘merely because of their. good 
looks or kindly disposition,” as Mr.

COMPETITION IS STUDIED 


Action Deferred on Application of 
New Dorp Beach Bus Service

There is little hope of operation of 
the new bus lines, franchises for 
which are under consideration by the 
Board of Estimate, before Christmas, 
it was said yesterday by city officials. 

The Board of Transportation, which 
is preparing an analysis of more than 
forty applications, will not have its 
report ready before two weeks, it was 
learned at its office.. The Board of 
Estimate wil] naturally have to take 
some time to consider this report, and, 
as most of the applicants specify that 
they must have from 90 to 120 days 
to purchase the buses and install the 
other equipment, 1t was said -that 
there was little prospect of much new 
bus operation. before the end of the 

ear. 
Interest in the bus situation was 
quickened by the Transit Commis- 
sion’s approval of the purchase of the 
common stock of the New York Rail- 
ways Corporation by the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Company and the statement of 
Elmer Schlesinger, counsel of the 
coach company, that the purchase 
was a move toward unification and 
that the company would fight by liti- 
gation any attempt to award to.any 
other applicant bus franchises that 
would compete with its service lines. 

Study by city officials of the Man- 
hattan bus routes proposed by the 
Board of Transportation led them to 
believe that these routes would not. be 
regarded as directly competitive by the 
courts. An effort has made in 
laying out ‘the new bus routes to avoid, 
as far as possible, streets with ace 


lines, it was said, but in view of the 
heavy north and south traffic in Man- 
hattan, belief was expressed that the 
Transit Commission would offer no: ob- 
jection to granting certificates of con- 
orga and necessity to the com- 
panies receiving the -franchises, and 
that this would receive consideration 
from the courts if appeal to them 
should be made. es 

It also was said that the Fifth Avé- 
nue Coach Company was a formidable 
contestant for bus franchises in its 
territory and that there was no rea- 
son to believe that any advantages in 
its offer would not receive careful 
consideration. 

The Transit Commission, with Com- 
missioner Charles C. Lockwood pre- 
siding, deferred for a week action on 
the application of the New Drop 
Beach Bus’ Service, Inc., to give a 
committee of Staten Island residents 
opportunity to inspect the buses to be 
used by the company and see if they 
were safe. { 

Mrs. Marion L. Lewis, President of 
the bus company, said the company 
tad. received a franchise from the 
Beard cf Estimate and was ready to 
give service at cnce. William Hop- 
per, President of. the Ocean Ridge 
Colony, said there was no transporta- 
tion service to New Dorp Beach now 
ana that the bus line would serve two 
hundred families in Winter and five 
hundred besides visitors in Summer. 

Commissioner Lockwood said he 
would assume the necessity for the 
service. ‘‘We are concerned with the 
safety of passengers and seeing that 
this section gets safe, decent and 
clean bus service,’’ he said. ‘‘Before 
I recommend an order for a certifi- 
cate I must be assured that the buses 
are safe.’’ 

Mr. Lockwood then asked Miss 


Sheedy, Ludwig Blitz and Allen A. 
Berne, residents of New Dorp Beach, 
who were among those advocating the 
bus service, to go with Walter T. 
Edgerton, chief of the commission’s 
Service Bureau, and examine the 
buses the company p to use. 
Two hours later this committee re- 
ported that the c6mpany had agreed 
to buy one new bus and one rehabili- 
tated bus of the latest type and put 
them into operation at once.

LAKE DENMARK TRACT SOLD 


1,400 Acres Adjoining Navy Ar- 
senal Bringe $200,000, 
Special to Tke New York Times. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Aug. 26.—A tract 
of 1,400 Acrés sufrounding Lake Den- 
mark and adjoihing the United States 
Naval Arsenal “was sold today for 
$200,000 to James B. Lidgerwood of 
Morristown by the H. H. Isham estate 
of this city; the A. L. Cross estate of 
New York and the Trumbull Lana 
Company, The plans of the DUrennee 
were not made public. 





Most of the land in the deal was’ 


owned by the Isham estate, and the 


remaining parcels also were partly 
held in the Isham name associated 
with the Cross estate. The land sur- 
rounds the lake and extends over the 
mountain to the Greenwood Lake sec- 
tion, where Mr. Isham at one time 
owned a wide tract. He atquired the 
Lake Denmark property thirty. years 
ago, intending to maka out of .it a 
wate: supply source, It is declared 
that virtually all the land involved in 
today’s purchase is wooded.

. Warner Review Steps Already- 
Taken for Progress. 


— — 


TO PUSH 5-YEAR PROGRAM 


Speakers Are Applauded at Dinner 
’ Given for Them by Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce. 


F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secre- 
tary’ of War for Aviation; E. P. War- 
ner, Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
for Aviation, and William P. Mac- 
Cracken Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce for Aviation, were the 
guests of the Aeronauticai Chamber 
of Commerce of America at a dinner 
last’ evening in the Hotel Biltmore. 
Aviation in.many of its phases was 
discussed, and the speakers were ap- 
plauded as they d of the steps al- 
ready taken by the vernment to 


place this country on a’ sound aero- 


nautical footing. 

Mr. Davison said it was necessary to 
appreciate the fact that Congress in 
making a plan for the expansion of the 
Army Air Corps had simply given au- 
thorization for a development that 
could not be carried into effect until 
funds were appropriated. 


Essential for War Operations. 


“Expert opinion may differ in de- 
tail as to the value of aircraft, but I 


believe it is safe to say that today all 
unite in the conclusion that aircraft 
will be essential to make future mili- 
tary operations a success,’’ Mr. Davi- 
son said. ‘‘The five-year program as 
contained in this revised project has 
been approved by me, and will be the 
one toward which the War Depart- 
ment will work during the next five 
years to the extent that appropria- 
tions are. made available. 

“With this background and after 
painstaking thought and study which 
covered a period of years, Congress 
enacted into law substantially the 
recommendations of the President’s 
Aircraft Board and the Lampert com- 
mittee, together with those of the War 
Department. 

“Briefly, the plan contemplates ap- 
proximately 1,800 serviceable planes at 
thé termination of the five-year period, 
including those necessary for the train- 
ing and equipment of the National 
Guard and of the Reserve Corps. As 
poy these 1,800 planes at the end 
of the five-year program, the Army

Sees Growing Activity. 
With. the new era under way, Mr. 
Warner, speaking for the navy, pre- 
dicted the further development of com- 


mercial aviation. He expressed the 
hope that the critical period in ajir- 
craft building was passed ‘and the end 
of the dependence on Government or- 
ders to keep the shops running, was at 
hand. ‘The coming of' the period of 
constant turnover and of a span of life 
for equipment predictable with reason- 
able accuracy to serve as a basis for 
that turnover is good news‘alike for 
* service and for industry,’’. he said. 
rt. Warner said the navy desired to 
take advantage of every bit of tech- 
nical knowledge as it appeared while 
stimulating by research the -develop- 
ment of aviation. We have now settled 
down to a steady process of evolu- 
tion, he added. * 
“American genius in aeronautical 
engineering has had a proud record 
in the past, and that record must be 
maintained by the offering of every 
iricentive to go onward step by step,” 
he said. ‘‘The quality of the product 
is of the first portance. In case 
of the coming of war there is no rec- 
ipe for an over-night raising of the 
standards of design if the background 
of continuons engineering study does 
not exist. To the maintenance of 
those standards at the highest level 
at all times it goes without saying 
that it is the desire to draw on every 
available scrap of American engineer- 
ing and inventive talent. The design 
of naval aircraft is no close corpora- 
tion. There are no ‘keep-off-the-grass’ 
signs attached to any of the general 
types that the department is trying to 
secure.”’ 


Against Any Subsidy. 
In discussing the commercial aspects 
of aviation Mr. MacCracken said; 
“The Secretary of Commerce is au- 
thorized to license pilots and issue air 
registration certificates for registered 
air craft of the United States, and to 


establish air traffic rules, binding upon 
all craft using the navigable air space
